danger. In Georgia this fear was not 
entertained to any great extent and 
consequently the whites had no difficul- 
ty in controlling elections. I cannot 
find that the negroes have suffered any 


fr 
loss by this political apathy. Indeed 


- 
there seems to be no doubt that they «re 
in a better condition than the colored 
people of the other Southern States. In 
Columbus I'find that intellige-Jt and m- 
duatrious'black men are not only pros- 
perous, but itt some instances have 
amassed considerable fortunes. 
They 


are respected and patronized by the 
whites, and a few of them have almost 
unbounded credit at the wholesale 
houses in Savannah, and other places. 
> 


One of the largest nnd best Kept grocer- 
ies in the place is owned by a negro, 
named Ishav Cooper. Most of his cus- 
tomers are white men of property.

Another black man named Barney Haw- 
kins is proprietor of a small but well- 
kent hotel. His customers are all white 
people. Were it necessary several in- 
•tanees, of thejauae kind could be enu- 
-mernted. In' the courts tha -negro la 
treated just as tha white man is. ^Bluck 
men are not alowed to serve on janes, 
but thfo is felt to be wrong, and it is 
aenerally'believed that the State Constir 
tntion will be bo changed that an educa- 
tional qualification, skill be prescribed 
for iurora, an'd that men of all races 
shall be eligible. ' There seeing to be no 
doubt that this chan»e will shortly be 
made. In Columbus and other cities of 
the State the muntoiDal governments 
support schools tor negro as well ns 
white children. They are, of course, in 
separate buildings, but are alike in every 
particular. The school term is the snre.e 
in both, and the pay of teachers is iden- 
tical. Negro men and women are em- 
ployed to teach the children of their own 
race 
Unlike those of Alabama thu

desiions ot etlncation. Not only do the 
children attend school regularly, but 
manv grey-heacled men, seeking instrnc- 
tioix'at odd moments when they could 
leave their work, have learned to rend 
•ad write. They are far from being n 
moral people, but their respect for the 
marriage relation is.«much greater than 
is louud among the negroes of Louisiana 
or Alabama. As n rule, they are good 
faithful workmen, mimy of them are etill 
liviu" with their old masters, aua I ain 
credibly informed Hint when a farmer 
keeps his pledges with them, and takes 
an interest in tlieir welfare, they are nl- 
»ays obedient and law-abiding. The 
utmost good feeling exists between white 
and black workmen, and negroes are 
employed not ouly in many of the fac- 
tories, but they work side by side with 
white men in the barber shops.

Boston, not long ago, it will be remem- 
bered, -that n -number of white barbers 
refnsed to work because a colored man 
was taken into their shop. Ihe white 
churches are all open to the negroes 
wfco wish to attend, and at the theaters, 
and other places of amusement comfort- 
"•"lmt separate deals are provided for
